DEBATE ON JERUSALEM 
Tekoah tells 
U.N. of peace 
and security 


UNITED NATIONS. — Jordan asked the Security Conncil yesterday 
to “invoke whatever sanctions it deems fit” to stop Israel from turning 


Jerusalem into a Jewish city. 

Jordan yesterday opened the long- 
awaited debate on the status of Je- 
rusalem by charging that Israel 
“was bent on Judaizing Arab Jeru- 
salem" 35 part of its plan to es- 
tablish an “expanded Zionist em- 
pire." Jordan's Ambassador, Baha 
e-Din Toukaa, said Israel's activi- 
ties in East Jerusalem, since it oc- 
cupied the sector during the Six 
Day War, were previously planned 
and were carried cut In “utter dis- 
regard" of repeated U.N. resolu- 
tions on the status of Jerusalem. 

Afler a speech of more than one 
hour by Mr. Toukan,, the Council 
recessed until 4 p.m. (10 p.m. Is- 
rael time}, when it was to hear 
speeches by Israel and Egypt. 

Mr. Yosef Tekoah, Israel's Am- 
bassador, was scheduJed to reply to 
the charges with the assertion that 
the comment on “Judalzation"” had 
a “sinister echo” of Hitler's “mania- 
cal campaign against the so-called 
Judaization of German life." The 
envoy was due to note that the 
Jordanian Government “believes it 
[5 possible to revive the spirit of 
anti-Jewish laws and to establish 
a ‘numerus clausus,’ in Jerusalem, of 
all places.” 

ACT OF DIVERSION 

The advanced text of Mr, Tekoah’s 
remarks declared that the real mo- 
tivation behind Jordan's cal) for 
the current debate on Jerusalem is 
a desire to divert attention from 
internal and Arab problems with “a 
show of hostility towards the Jew- 
ish state.” 

Mr. Tekoazh's statement compared 
the current “secure and peaceful” 
Status of a unified Jerusalem with 
what he termed the “suffering” of 
the eastern sector between 1948, 
when Jordan invaded Jerusalern in 
violation of the U.N. Charter and 
U.N. Resolution, and 1967. when the 
Israelis took contro! of the city.

Mr. Tekoah's statement also 
charged that U.N. debates on the 
Middle East were “almost like 
rituals of acrimony and animosity.’ 
They were made in the face of 
forgone conclusions, “andeven 8. τος 
solution formulated in advance. 
This was a reference to the reso- 
lution Jordan reportedly plans to 
submit before the Council calling 
on Israel to desist from further 
measures that change the character 
uf Jerusalem or the city's status, It 
is understood that the resolution 
will not demand that Israel revoke 
such measures already teken, and 
will simply declare such measures 
invalid. 

Mr. Toukan complained that the 
“passiveness” of the Council in 
implementing its own resolution on 
Jerusalem had whet Israel's “ap- 
petite for further annexation in its 
systematic and determined policy 
to Judaize the holy city and, its 
environs.” 

The Jordanian delegate said Is- 
rael contemplated new legislation to 
extend the borders of Jerusalem to 
new Arab areas, envisaging the 
annexation of three Arab towns and 
27 Arab villages. Thelr total popu- 
lation exceeded 100,000, he said. 

He eaid the Israeli authorities had 
declined repeated requests to supply 
Secretary-General U Thant with de- 
tails or satisfactory information 
about their “master plan,” which 
envisaged development affecting the 
U.N. Government House. Already 
the Israeli authorities had con- 
fiscated Arab lands, he said. 


JORDAN BID HITS SNAG

U.N. The Syrian view is reportedly 
shared by some other Arab states, 
including Egypt, which rules out 
sponsorship by apy Arab-oriented 
Council member, such as the Soviet 
Union or France. This leaves Jordan 
no choice except an administrative 
action by Japan, the President for 
September, to bring the motion to 
the attention of the Council. 

It was not clear last night whe- 
ther the call for sanctions against 


Israel, made in the Jordanian τες 
presentative’s address to the Coun- 
cil at the opening of the debate, 
indicated an intention to amend the 
resolution before presentation, or 
was merely a case of flamboyant 
parliamentary rhetoric. The U.S., in 
going along with Jordan on a Jeru- 
salem debate, made it conditional 
on a “moderate” text, eschewing 
mention of sanctions.

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US. COOL TO J. 
BRITISH BID 
OVER JARRING

WASHINGTON. -— American offi- 
cialis showed little enthusiasm yes- 
terday for Britain’s call to revive 
the Jarring mission and a role for 
the four powers In a Middle Bast 
settlement. 

Taformed sources said the U.S. is 
anxious to avokl a revival of Am- 
bassador Gunnar Jarring’s activities 
because they would immediately lead 
to a confrontation with Israel, and 
endanger any hopes of progress to- 
wards an interim settlement. 

The sources said Israel had ob- 
jected to Dr. Jarring’s role after 
he expressed his views on the terms 
of ἃ settlement last February. Dur- 
ing the summer the U.S. Ambassa- 
dor to the United Nations, Mr. 
George Bush, met Ambassador Jar- 
ring in Stockholm and advised him 
that there was no role for him to 
Play in any moves towards an in- 
terim settlement, 

State Department officials avoided 
direct comment yesterday on Brit- 
ain’s suggestion, made by Foreign 
Secretary Sir Alec Douglas-Hlome 
in Cairo. The Department's spokes- 
man, Mr. Charles Bray, said the 
U.S. would not comment until 
American diplomats had met Sir 
Alec in New York during the open- 
ing weeks of the United ‘Nations 
Session. 

Asked for the American view on 
the wisdom of a revised role for 
Ambassador Jarring, Mr. Bray 
avoided a direct answer, noting only

French Police, upset

PARIS. — 
the Israeli Government is 
asking the Knesset to approve 
legislation restraining the rights of 
workers to down tools, President 
Georges Pompidou has just sounded 
a warning to France’s 95,000 police- 
men against staging a protest 
strike. The discontented “fics”? — 
a somewhat less affectionate 
French term for the men in blue 
than “Cop” or “Bobby” — are 
threatening to march on Pompidou’s 
official residence, the Elysée Palace, 
and the Hotel Matignon, where Pre- 
mifer- Jacques Chaban-Delmas lives, 
and occupy both buildings. At a 
trade union session in Evian-les- 
Bains, the Lake Geneva spa where 
General de Gaulle gave Algeria its 
Independence ten years ago, the 
policemen last week solemnly an-, 
nounced that this sit-in strike will 
take place unless the Premier 
agrees to receive them during the 
next few days and to satisfy their 
grievances. 


Far from happy 


Although the average wage of a 
French policeman is $80 a month 
more than that of any other ctvil 
Servant of equivalent status, the 
men on the beat are fer from happy 


: with their lot. Since 1968 when 


the police established a reputation 
for blind brutality in crushing the 
student riots against the Gaullist 
regime, the challenge to law and 
order has changed camps. Now it 
is the Republican Security Guards, 
the para-military anti-riot units, 
who are complaining they receive 
a raw deal both from the public 
and from the state, their masters. 
The ordinary fiic shares the same 
uneasiness about cracking sicullé in 
street demonstrations. This senti- 
ment does not reflect any parti- 
evar sympathy among the police 
with the long-haired youngsters 
whom they eagerly round up and 
push into their patrol wagons, 
often on only the slightest pretext. 
But the flics are becoming increas- 
ingly embarrassed by the publicity

paign. They issued leaflets to 
passers-by . that they 


were not really heartless bullies and 
held street-corner meetings at 
which they discussed their job with 
members -of the public. These ef- 
forts to give the force a better 
mame have been unsuccessful. 
They have been balked by Minister 
of the Interior Raymond Marcellin, 
staunch authoritarian whom de 
Gaulle ted at the height of 
the nation-wide turmoil in 1968. 
Marcellin refuses to admit that a 
policeman might behave a little too 
vigorously in muinteining law and 
order. He has given instructions 
that any journalist who accuses the 
police of brutality will be brought 
to court and tried for libel. Curious- 
ly enough, however, some of 
France's ‘police chiefs have disco- 
vered over the past year that 8 
journalist’s professsional card can 
be a useful document. Several plain- 
clothes flics have been unmaaked 
by reporters while posing as news- 
men with forged press passes.

The increase in crime, particularly 
in Paris. and the other big cities, 
end in traffic control problems, 
make the policeman’s job a far 
from happy one. 


The government would not nor- 
mally be worried about gripes of 
this sort from the police. Their 
statutes forbid them to strike or 
even to threaten a work stoppage. 
But the police union delegates at 
Evian challenged the entire con- 
ception of their responsibilities. They 
recognised that their job is to curb 
crime and to protect the public. But 
they questioned the right of the 
Bovernment to use them as ἃ po- 
litical weapon against its opponents 
The threat to occupy the official 
residences of the President and Pre- 
mier may have been uttered in the 
‘excitement of the union representa- 
tives’ debate. But it was written 
into the record of the congress and 
drew an immediate retort from the 
office of the Police's Director-Ge- 
neral who has ordered ἃ disciplin- 
ary enquiry. Robert Pandraud, 
Director’ of Public Security, called 
the policemen's challenge “a verit- 
able ultimatum.” There were rumours 
in Paris last week-end that the 
government was withdrawing police 
from public buildings and 
them by more trustworthy 
squads of gendarmes from military 
regiments. 


Crisis preventative 


It seems probable that Premier 
Chaban-Delmas will head off a 
crisia involving government autho- 
rity by belatedly receiving the po- 
lice’s spokesmen. But the police will 
still have succeeded in 
attention to a fundamental civic 
problem.

TEL AVIV. — Israel will play host 
to either the 1974 or the 1976 world 
chess olympics, The Jerusalem Post 
was told by Mr. Israel Eshel, chair- 
man of the Israel Chess Federation, 
on his return from the World Chess 
Federation (F.LD.E.) congress in 
Vancouver. 

In view of the fact that in 
1974 FIDE. will celebrate its 
BOth jubilee (the World Chess Fe- 
deration was founded in Paris in 
1924), the Congress resolved that 
first option to organize the 21st 
Olympiad be given to France. If, 
however, the French will not ex- 
ercise the option, the Olympiad, as 
well as the F.LD.B. congress, will 
be held in Israel. Shovid France 
accept, Israel will play host to the 
22nd Olympiad in 1976. 

This resolution, adopted by the 
F.LD.E. congress almost unanimons- 
ly, was based on the Israeli pro- 
posal, submitted in coordination with 
the Soviet Union. The preliminary 
agreement between the representa- 
tives of the countries, both of whom 
last year made bid for the 1974 
olympics, was reached in a private 
meeting with the head of the 
Soviet delegation, Mr. Boris Eo- 
dionov. The latter ex; his 
confidence that the US.S.8. (bold- 
er of the world title she won in 
1952 and recaptured on all sub- 
sequent olympiads) will defend its 
title, should the 1974 Olympiad take 
place In Israel. 

Israel's request to be transferred 
from the West-Asian (9th) zone 
to one of the European zones for 
the preliminaries of the individual 
world chess championship was 
turned down by the majority of 
only one vote. The reason for the 
objections raised, Mr. Eshel told 
your correspondent, was the drastic 
(85 per cent) cut in the number 
of participants in the European 
zones.

An officiel enquiry commission 
has cleared a senior police officer 
of press allegations that be had in- 
-tervened In the “Lansky Documents 
Affair” in order to protect Meyer 
Lansky, Joseph Stasher, .and the 
latter's lawyer, Mr. Haim Basok, 
Deputy Mayor of Tel Aviv. 

But the committee's report, issued 
-yesterday, disclosed that the “Ha’- 
‘aretz"” reporter Yigal Laviv, who 
initiated the allegation against the 
police officer, was under investiga- 
tion on suspicion of “extortion by 
means of documents.” 

Laviy was the author of a series 
aimed at showing Lansky’s connec- 
tions with U.S. organized crime. 
The articles were said to be based 
‘on documents which their author ob- 
tained in the U.S. when he was 
therd last month. 

Lansky is currently living in Is- 
rael on an extended tourist visa. 

The committee was appointed by 
Police Minister Shlomo Hillel after 
publication of a “Ha'aretz” edi- 
torial on August 27, alleging that 
Tat-Nitzav Aharon Chelouche, head 
of the National Police Department 
for Special Duties, had tipped off
